Not Alone In Our Troubles 

Vulcan has its water troubles — both in the 
quality and quantity of that very essential stuff — 
but quantity-wise at least we have lots of company. 
With some communities it’s a matter of not enough 
water; with others the problem is in overworked dis¬ 
tribution systems, such as at Calgary, which is situ¬ 
ated at the confluence of two rivers but already con¬ 
sidering water rationing this summer. 

Nan ton, which pipes “the best water in the 
world” from a spring in the foothills, has now pro¬ 
hibited car washing and all watering of lawns and 
gardens until further notice. 

Vulcan’s town council, faced with a major ex¬ 
penditure to pipe water in from somewhere, is ap¬ 
proaching a decision very cautiously and has been 
promised the help of two top provincial government 
experts in deciding the best course to follow. 

It is generally conceded that whatever source of 
water is used, the supply must be sufficient to serve 
a town of twice Vulcan’s population before the ex¬ 
pense of laying a pipeline is justified. The airport 
wells are the closest, but there is still some doubt of 
their capacity over a prolonged period of pumping. 
Lake McGregor is the nearest major body of water, 
but the distance of about 20 miles would mean an ex¬ 
penditure of possibly three-quarters of a million dol¬ 
lars for pipeline, pumping stations and reservoir. An¬ 
other suggestion that may be investigated is that the 
flow be increased in the Little Bow River (13 miles 
west) and water taken from that stream. The extra 
water would have to come from the High wood River, 
and it is understood that this would not be a major 
problem although water from the Highwood has not 
been diverted into the Little Bow for some years. 

An ample supply of good water is essential if 
Vulcan is to continue to grow. This fact is being faced 
and indications are that positive action to solve the 
problem will be taken this year.

On Monday, May 22, the 4-H 
Clubs within the County of Vulcan 
participated in a judging competi¬ 
tion at the McMorrls farm, west 
of Queenstown.

How To Get The Best 
Out Of Your Car 

Ways to get the best out of your 
car have been put forward by auto¬ 
mobile engineers. Here are some 
of their suggestions. 

Don’t make a habit of pump¬ 
ing the accelerator, especially when 
starting in the morning. Pumping 
causes waste of gas and vital lubri¬ 
cant to be washed from the cylin¬ 
der walls. Over a period of time, 
absence of lubricant causes scuf¬ 
fing, scoring and other types of 
premature cylinder wear. 

Don’t accelerate rapidly or drive 
at high speeds until you have gone 
at least five miles at moderate 
speed. Most people believe that the 
car iS In perfect running form 
when the water temperature gauge 
registers normal, or about 180 de¬ 
grees F. They’re wrong. A car 
does not reach top operational ef¬ 
ficiency until the oil temperatures 
are elevated. If the outside tem¬ 
perature Is 32 degrees F (freezing), 
ideal lubricant' temperture Is not 
reached until you have driven 
about eight miles. No matter how 
much above freezing the outside 
temperature is, you still should 
drive your car five miles at mod¬ 
erate speeds (25-30 mph) to warm 
It up. 

Don’t Idle your car to warm it 
up; drive it. A common miscon¬ 
ception is that idling is good for 
your motor. The truth Is that Idl¬ 
ing wastes gas and promotes 
sludge. Your car will warm faster 
if you drive it (between 20 and 30 
mph) for a few miles. If your car 
stalls when still cold, it probably 
needs servicing. One exception; 
on high humidity days you are 
likely to stall your car until it is 
thoroughly warmed up and mois¬ 
ture is evaporated. 

Don’t drive short distances re¬ 
peatedly. The suburban habit of 
repeated short hops to the super¬ 
market produces premature wear 
and tear on the car. For every gal¬ 
lon of gas used in short hauls, a 
gallon of potentially corrosive 
water is produced in the car’s sys¬ 
tem. 

When you turn off the engine 
after only three or four miles of 
driving, this corrosive fluid ac¬ 
cumulates, especially in the ex¬ 
haust system. It can eat holes in 
the muffler, etch bearing and 
cause damage to exhaust and tail 
pipes. 

On longer hauls, the destructive 
fluid either evaporates or is blown 
off in steam. 

The characteristic dribble of 
water from tail pipes in the morn¬ 
ing is really corrosive fluid that 
has been working overnight on 
those pipes.
